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SERMON. 

MaUhew, vi. 10.-r"THY kingdom coMBu'^ 



Of that inimitable form pf prayer which Christ 
taught his disciples, the text is a most precious and 
significant part. The object of this' petition is 
• the enlargement of God's spiritual kingdom iix this 
World and the universal prevalence of the princi- 
ples of holiness. To bring about this object, the 
ultimate a^compKl^hment of which is made sure 
by the veracity ^.nd immutability of a divine prom- 
ise, God is pleased to make use of human instru- 
mentality. Man has an agency in the production 
of the great result. Artd , although Jehovah re- 
serveato himself the high pri^rogative of giving 
efficiency to the means employed — so that whoev- 
er planteth or watereth, it is God alone that giv- 
etb the increase— yet the means are indispensable. 
No achieveinents are* made for the kingdom of God 
on earth — no conquests of grace over nations or 
individuals are celebrated^ — no portion of the re- 
volted human family is brought back to duty and 
allegiance, without the instrumentality of humati 
exertions. The instruments, indeed, are weak ; 
and they ai*e, by the Almighty Agent, designed 
to be weg,!^, "that the power may be of God, and 
not of man." But their weakness does not des- 
troy their utility. 

Among the means to be employed for the en- 
largement of the spiritual kingdom on earthlp ray er^ 
by the appointment of God, holds a conspicuous 
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place. The design of. prayer id to secure the ef- 
ficiency of a divine influence in the work of over- 
coming the perverseness of the human will, and- 

urifyiug the sources of human feeHng and^action. 

o effect this moral renovation, God ^^gives His 
Holy Spirit to them that a^k him.'' 

Jesus Christ, therefore, taught his disciples to 
pray. He instructed them to utter the petition 
contained in the text— ^^Thy kingdom come.'' This 
was one means by which they were to seek the ad- 
vancement of the holy empire. But the utterance 
of this prayer did not constitute the only means 
which they wer^ required to employ. In addition 
to this, they were directed to go forth and preach 
the gospel. They were to instruct, exhort, and 
warn their fellow-men. By humble prayer in their 
closets they were to commence their work ; but 
they were not to confine themselves to the place 
of retirement. **Go," said their Divine Master, 
"Qo ye into all the world, and preach the Gospel 
to "lE^very creature.'' 

t, kingdom of Christ is fo be advanced by means. 
»ught the Apostles of our Lord, wheny after 
having raised their prayers to God tor the guidance 
and energies of the Holy Spirit, '4hey went forth, 
and preached that men should repent" 

Soon after the ascension of Christ to that '^glo- 
ry he had with the Father before the world was," 
the disciples were collected together ^^in an upper 
room." In this place of reiirgment, "they contin- 
ued with one accord in prayer and supplication, 
with the women, an4 Mary the mother of Jesus, 
and with his brethren." God heard their prayers, 
and seqtdown upon them the influej^ces of the 
Holy Spirit. But while they remained thus re-i 
tired, rk> special divine infliiences descended upQjji 



the world around them-^iK) lulditions were maie 
to the church of Christ — no inroads were made 
on the empire of darktiess^-^o. enlai^^oi^Qt was . 
given to toe Redeemer^9 kingdom. But having 
kindled their own souls into a holjr Samt at tisie 
altar of retired devotion ; and having, as one 
means for its advanccmiei^t, offered the prayer, — 
"Thy kingdom come"--they proceeded to the use 
of other means. They, went fiorth, and preached 
boldly the truth of thc^ gospel, making known "the 
acceptable year of the Lord apd the.day of ven- 
geance of Qur Gpd." Their first onset on the ter- 
ritories of danrkness was si^ccessiuU and. a coa^ 
quest of three thousand ^ouls swelled the triumphs 
of that day's victory* 

Chrisif^s kingdom U to be built tip by means. So 
thinks the pious paren/, who looks around on the 
children God has given him, and for whose spirit-* 
ual welfare he feds a tender concern. He con- 
siders that the eternal destinj of the children of 
his love, is, in a very important sense, committed 
to bis decision. He prays for them. In the clos- 
et, and at the domestic altar, bis daily prayer is 
that their spirits may be baptized with the Holy 
Ghost. But he is far from imagining that prayer 
constitutes his only duty in relation to the spirituk 
al welfare of his children This means he will 
never venture to omit. But there are other means 
which it would be equally criminal to omit, and 
without which prayer itself wpiild be wholly ur- 
avaflihgi He must begin early to ^sten pn their 
mindi^Jthb principles of religioii. With parental 
love and authority, he must instruct, w^rn and re- 
straih them. With unremitting assiduity, he must 
labour to ^^brin^ th^m up in the nurture and admo» 
nition of the Lbrdf.^ W ithout tliese exertion^ his 
pra^^%rs haVe neither sincerity nor meaning. 
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Chrisfs kingdom is to be promoted by means. So 
thinks the faithful minister of the gospel, "when he 
surveys the people of bis charge. He looks around 
on the individuals and families who are the ob- 
jects of his immediate solicitude, recognizes their • 
well known countenances, reflects that they ''are 
by nature children of wrath, even as others,^ 
knows that they need a moral renovation, and that 
the dominion of Christ must be set up in their 
hearts, or they will inevitably perish. To his clos- 
et he repairs, and the burden of his prayer is — 
"Lord revive thy work — ^^set up thy kingdom in the 
hearts of the dear people of my charge — ^let sal- 
vation come to all their souls." But he does not 
shut himself up in his closet, never to come forth. 
Besides praying, he has something else to do. He 
issues from his retirement and enters the pulpit,' 
with the messages of salvation glowing in his heart 
and pouring from his lips. He announces the 
truths of God's word, and urges them on the con- 
sciences of his auditors. Without these public 
labours his secret prayers would be of no avail. — 
Pray indeed he must. He must also take the trum- 
pet of the gospel, and sound long and loud the 
notes of alarm. Standing iii the watch-tower, he 
must descry the danger, and warn men to flee 
from the wrath to come. 

Thus far, good men, in all ages, have actedMC^ 
the principle that Christ's kingdom is to be advan- 
ced by means. But for ceriti(nes psist, the churclv^ 
es of protestant Christendom seeip to have. forgot- 
ten this principle in its aijpplication to the general 
dissemination of christiahity. Good men hav« 
loblDed abroad on the d^khess of paganism, ; and 
hav^Been the tyrant; siiit^^stretching f9cth;an. uni:e- 
sisted sceptre, and holding an unbroken^dpmii^OB 
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over the successive generations of earth's unevan-* 
^lized population. And what have thej done ? 
They have, indeed, uttered the prayer-~"Thy 
Jkingdom come,' -They have offered the petition — 
^^Let the heathen be given to Christ for his inheri- 
tance, and the uttermost parts of the earth for his 
possession.'' Having thus prayed, they thought 
their duty towards the unevangelized parts of the 
world, discharged. 

But, thanks to God, a new era has commenced. 
It is now generally believed in the christian church 
that prayers alone will never renovate the heathen 
world — that something must be done to impart 
light and knowledge to those who dwell in dark- 
ness. As soon as this rule was adopted and acted 
upon, the heralds of salvation were sent forth to 
the pagan world, "and the wilderness and the sol- 
itary place was glad for them, and the desert blos- 
somed as the rose." Christian churcl^es have 
been planted in heathen lands. Jehovah has smi- 
ledi on the enterprize. And here and there a spot, 
rescued from the pollution of all that is impure 
in moral abomination, exhibits the freshness and 
loveliness of moral beauty. 

Still there was one subject to which the princi- 
iple had not been applied. Christ told his lollow- 
ers to Jwray . '-the Lord of the harvest to send forth 
labourers into his harvest." Good men, in all ages 
of the christian church, have offered this prayer. 
How, often have we heard the petition that the Lord 
would riaise up, qualify, and send forth faithful la- 
bourers into his vineyard— that he would supply 
destitute churches and* desolate places with pas- 
tors after His own heart. Having offered this pray- 
er, it was taken for granted that duty was perform- 
ed^ that nothing further was to be done. Just as 
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if the universal law of Christ^t kingdcNBi ceased 
to operate in this case ! Just as if no exertions were 
necessary to secure the object prajed for ! 
, But, 1 ask, in what part of the st8U;itte book of 
heaven is it recorded that in the c^se under con- 
sideration, nothing is to be done? ^ Where is it 
written, that, while we are to make exertions to 
obtain every other object of our prayers, no exer- 
tions are necessary to increase the number oi lia- 
bourers in the gospel vineyard ? Let us look at 
facts for an answer. It is a fact that, while, chris- 
tians have daily prayed the Lt?rd of the harvest to 
send forth Labourers into his harvest, the number 
of labourers in proportion to the extent of the har- 
vest-field, has been constantly decreasing. The 
ratio of the increase of population in this country, 
has been at least two to one above the ratio c^^the 
increase of well educated ministers. A moral 
desolation, wide in extent, was constantly grow- 
ing still wider, and the harvest, already white, 
was, for want of labourers to gather it in, left to 
the ravages of the destroyer. 

And why was this ? Does not God listen to the 
prayers of his children ? And is he not as willing 
to hear them, when they pray for an increase of 
the number of the ministers of the gospel, as when 
they pray for any other object? Why then has 
not their number augmented in proporticxi to the 
wants of the churchestand the increase of the 
population of our country? The answer is plain. 
Here christians forgot the standing rule of Chrbt's 
kingdom. In this case they did not act on the prin- 
ciple that means ar^ necessary, that exertions 
must be made to obtain the object for witicfa pray- 
er is oflfered/ 

Alarmed by the great and constan^^ increastng 
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deficiency in the notiiber of well-educated and 
pious ministers, some individuals, a few jears ago, 
began tOr think that effort must accompany prayer 
to supply this deficiency. It was felt that this ob- 
ject 18 to be promoted by means — ^that here is no 
suspension of the universal law of Christ's kingdom. 

Accordingly a plan was adopted, by which those 
sons of the church whose hearts God had sancti* 
fied by his Holy Spirit, and whose want of pecun- 
iary means rendered it impossible for them to de- 
fray the necessary expenses of a public education, 
were to be assisted in the prosecution of studies 
which might prepare them for the office of teach- 
ers in the christian church. This plan has met 
the approbation of all who indulge enlarged iand 
consistent views on the subject. 

There are still, no doubt, many who content 
themselves with offering the prayer, without ma- 
king any exertions to obtain the blessing — many 
who use the words "Lord send forth labourers into 
thy harvest," while they move not a finger to as- 
sist a labourer in entering the field. They would 
not give a single dollar to have their prayers an- 
swered. The precise weight of such prayers, 1 
will not take upon me to determine. The day of 
judgment will decide whether they are any thing 
but wind. 

The plan, however, of educating poor, pioud 
youth for the gospel ministry, originally adopted 
by few, has now the approbation and support of 
many. And it is with them a matter of astonish- 
ment that it was not adopted before — that any 
should profess to pray for an object which they 
make no effort to obtain — ^and that this invariable 
rule in the christian dispensation sh6uld have been 
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so long disregarded by the dburches. There ar*' 
many men and women in different parts of our 
country, who love, by their annual contributions, 
to swell that fund of charity which goes to the 
educating of pious youth for the gospel ministry. 

And what has been the result ? Precisely what 
a consistent view of the laws of Christ's kingdom 
would have led us to anticipate. When proper 
means are employed, success always follows.*— 
There has been no violation of tliis rule in the 
present case. So soon as the church began to la- 
bour as well as pray, the number of spiritual teach- 
ers began to increase. So soon as the utterance 
of the prayer — **Lord send torth labourers into 
thy harvest^" was accompanied by correspondent 
exertions .to secure the object of prayer, JehovcJi 
listened to the petition. He sai>ctified the hearts 
of mai)y young men, gave them an ardent desire 
to become the heralds of salvation, and cast them 
into the arms of the church to be educated for 
the sacred work Aided by pious liberality some 
of these have completed their preparatory studies 
and are now successfully "^gaged, in ditferent 
sections of our country, and in different parts of 
the world, as preachers of the everlasting gospel. 
Others are still in a course of preparation. 

Nor is the influence of the system of edpcatiiig 
indigent, pious young men for the gospel ministry 
coijfined to those who are thus educated^ Rous- 
ed by these exertions, and by the iacis which the 
friends of Edu<alion Societies have placed befi>re 
the public mind, others, who are able to defn*y 
the expenses of their own education, are induced 
to seek a preparation fortfee sacred woricv And 
what IS more,^ through the ^utary influence of the 
beneficiaries, while members of Aca4amies and 
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CoUegeSv the spirit of God has descended on 
some of these institutions, and tuany of the stu- 
dents have been made the subjects of renewing 
grace. Of these, a large proportion prepare for 
the holy ministry. By these means, a number, 
perhaps more th m equal to the number of the 
beneficiaries, prepare for the sacred office, who, 
but for the, exertions of Education Societies, prob- 
ably never would have entered on a course of pre- 
paration. ' 

Thus the Lord of the harvest hears the prayers 
of his people. Now when the church begins to 
make exertions to supply her own waste places, 
she sees the arm of the Lord extended for her 
help. Now, when christians bring to this object 
a practical application of the principle that the 
kingdom of Christ is to be advanced by meansy-^ 
that effort must accompany prayer, Jehovah with- 
holds not tfie desired blessing. 

The subject, to which your attention has been 
calliedy shows the usefulness and importance of Edu' 
cation Societies. 

Perhaps no one branch of that system of benev- 
olent operations which characterizes the day in 
which we live, has met with so much opposition, 
as that of educating, by charity, indigent, pious 
youth for the gospel ministry. Against this, not 
only the infidel and scoffer^ but many who profess 
to love the interests of the church, have urged a 
host of objectipns. Time, at present does not 
permit me to answer thesfe objections. Nor is it 
necessary. They have been refuted again and 
again by irrefragable arguments. 

Only grant what has a thousand times been 
proved, and what is visibk on every survey of our 
country — that there has been, and stiU is a great 
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\rant of well-educated ministers of the gospel- 
only let this be granted, (and who that knows any 
thing of the subject does not grant it ?) and the 
duty of putting forth an effort to increase the num- 
ber of qualified christian teachers, is as clear a& 
a sun-beam. When there is a want of this kind^ 
has not Christ enjoined it on his followers to 
"pray the Lord of the harvest that he would send 
forth labourers into his harvest ?'' But Christ nev- 
er commanded his church to pray for an object 
which she made no exertions to obtain. If, as 
has been proved by the experiment, the church, 
by the blessing of God, has power to increase the 
number of spiritual teachers ; then without the 
exercise of this power, she might pray forever in 
vain for the desired increase. ISo prayers are 
availing which are Unaccompanied by correspond- 
ing exertions. . 

I do not assert that Education Societies, appro- 
priately so called, afford the only medium through 
which these exertions can be made. A man who 
has ability may educate for the ministry his own 
son, whose heart God has renewed by his Spirit ; 
or he may educate the son of his poor neighbour, 
without the formality of a society^s operations.— 
But something must be done — some efforts must be 
inade to enlarge the number of the ministers of 
religion ; or else the prayers which are offered up 
for this object are as vain as the breath with which 
they are uttered. 

Wise and good men have adopted and matured 
the plan now pursued by Education Societies. — 
This plan seems preferable to any other^ as it 
gives opportunity for every person, according to 
his abihtjr, to help forward the object j; and does 
not impose on an individual a burden whicb b^ 
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is unable to bear. It affords a medium through 
which all who pray for an increase of spiritual la- 
bourers, may testify the sincerity of their prayers, 
by such pecuniary offerings as circumstances per- 
mit. It offers a channel for a thousand little 
streams, which, separately, could not moT« a sin- 
gle wheel in the system, but;, being united, form a 
power sufficient to put the whole in motion. 

I might speak at large of the usefulness and im-> 
portance of Education Societies, as it respects the 
salutary influence of their beneficiaries as mem- 
bers of Colleges and instructors of schools — and 
also as it respects their labours when they enter 
on the duties of the sacred profession. But these 
things do not come within the scope of my design. 
I simply wish to show the utility of such societies 
as affording an opportunity for everj man to mart' 
if est the sincerity of his prayers. 

The good man offers the prayer— >'Thy king- 
dom come,'^ and then inquires bow he may ad- 
Tance that kingdom. He knows that the preach- 
ing of the gospel is absolutely essential for the 
establishment and growth of churches, and for 
the promotion of Christianity. He learns that 
whole sections of his own beloved country, and 
whole nations of pagans are destitute of the 
preached word. And he learns too, that thou^ 
the fields are already white, yet the labourers 
are few. With this knowledge he enters his clos- 
et, and according to his Saviour's direction, "prays 
the Lord of the harvest that he would send forth 
labourers into his harvest." 

But if he be a consistent christian, he does not 
feel contented to pray for an object which he does 
nothing to promote. He sees an inconsistency in 
such praying. He inquires, what can Ida? Per- 
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Ihaps he 18 a poor man, and is unaMe to educate 
his own son for the mimstrj; or, if he he rich, 
perhaps his own son is irreligious and would not 
oe a minister if he should educate hiuL He is 
convinced that he must do someffungy or cease to 
pray for this object. He feels the force of the 
sacred declaration— "If a brother or a sister be 
naked and destitute of daijly. food, and one of you 
say unto them, depart in peace, be ye warmed and 
filled, notwithstanding ye give them not those 
things which are needful to the body ; what doth 
it profit?" 

The existence of an Education Society, relieves 
him from the dilemma. Into the treasury of that 
society he can cast the i$stimony of his prayer^s 
sincentv. And while he weeps over the desola- 
tions of Zion, laments the great deficiency in the 
number of watchmen on her walls, and raises his 
ardent crios to Zion's King that he would multi- 
ply the messengers of salvation ; he has the op- 
portunity and the satisfaction of doing somethin] 
to enlarge the pumber of Christian mihisters, an< 
to cause them who sit in desolate placjes to sin^--- 
"How beautiful upon the mountains are the feet 
of him that bringeth good tidings, that publisheth 
peaoe ; thiat bringeth good jtidings of good, thai

Impressed with tlie importance of the object, which as directors 
of the North Western Branch of the American Education Society, 
wearebomid to chcfrish and ppomote, we eagerly seize the occa- 
sio» presented by the present anniversary, toMd it up before our 
OOTiatkaents, and the christian publick, in all its magnitude and 
grandeur. Our friends and patrons wiU unite with us in saying, 
that we should IS deserve the name of American eitiziens, and es- 
pecially^ American ehrM€m$j if we were indifferent to ^he high- 
est welfare, and best interests of our beloved country. Such indif- 
ference, we certainly do not feel. If we do not entJi^y mistake 
our views and sentiments, we cherish a solicitade, habitually deep, 
oftentimes intense, lo expend our resources and our streugth in 
promoting the substantial good, and in devating the character of 
the great community, to which we are quite wUUug to belong, and 
wbiMie rising glory we rejoice to contemplate.— -And wbil^ thou* 
sands of ourfeilow ci^sens are cxertiag their best en^gks in 
those impoMng enterprises, which are so largely contributing to 
natiofial prosfMrity and apleiidour, wie would ^»f^y on our ooun- 
tty's beiuilf an agency, which perhaps, iuvalves fewer strikmg 
raovemeotsi but wbidi promises to confer Ugher and more endu* 
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ring benefits* In those commercial engagements, which are pour- 
ing at her feet the riches of foreign climes, we have neither inclina- 
tion nor opportunity to embark. We do not expect to raise her 
reputation or increase her glory by building among our hills and 
valleys ^'proud cities," or erecting splendid monuments. Internal 
improvements on a large scale, we cannot well attempt. But more 
than this, it is our privilege to attempt — more than this in promo- 
ting the interests of this society, we are actually attempting to ex- 
alt and bless our country* 

An acquaintance with the youth, who breathe our mountain air, 
the directors are persuaded, will convince any accurate observer, 
that they are gifted with intellectual capacities, which invite culti- 
vation, and promise richly to repay it. The circumstances, in 
which a kind providence Iras piafied them, are well suited to pro- 
duce mental energy — are fa1roudN)le to those efforts, which are re- 
quisite to mental discipline. They are equally removed from that 
poverty which depresses and cripples the understanding, and from 
that affluence, which dissipates and enfeebles it. The best means 
for subduing, enriching, and refining the intellect — for acquiring a 
thorough and finished education are brought fully within their reach. 
Nor should it for a moment be forgotten, that in the effusions of the 
Holy Spirit, with which from time to time, our churches have 
been visited, the divine Hand has not unfrequently. been em- 
ployed in bringing whatever mental capacity, vigour, and attain- 
ment any of our youth might possess, under tlie direction and con- 
troul of christian principle. With young men of such a character 
within our reach,we may do much to enrich and ^ less our country. 
There are many msisculine intellects into whose capacities the spir- 
it of Christianity has been poured, which we may search out in 
their retirement^ and draw forth from their obscurity : which we may 
form, and discipline, and polish, and send forth to exert a powerfiil 
an(( a blessed influence on the publick mind. And this is the agen- 
cy, which the directors and members of this association, as auxil- 
iary to the American ^ducatiCin Society, has for six years been 
employing, to elevate the character, and promote the happiness, 
and brightentbe prospects, of the surrounding community. 

The. friends and patrons of this and similal* associations, the 
directors are happy to believe, are not tasking their wisdom and 
expending their strength in vain ;—4hey are employing ' melius, 
.worthy of the gtanddesig^, they Imve been enabled to cOndeiVe, 
and which they hope to see aecompiishedk — To young men of piety 
and promise ;— -of .vigorous minds, selfnienylng halMts, and chris- 
tian principle^ they extend a cordial and efficient patronage. — 
That their beneficiaries may tbt fitted to exert a powerM, Official 
influence, when introduced to theicenes of active life^ dief|^*are ad- 
mitted to the privil^^eS) and subjected to the restnlatSi of « thor^ 
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fuJ^inefiU^discipline. They are elected to tl^publtckscfaool^ 
brought within the colleg;e. Now they are placed by the side 
of youth) who are the hope and boast of parents, distinguished 
for affluence or station. On> such young men, the directors 
believe, that their beneficiaries can hardly fail to exert an 
influence, more or less powerful and benign. In no place is the 
sentiment more dearly and frequently illustrated, or more deeply 
felt than in the publick school, that uUeUigence is power, A thou- 
*sand embarrassments may be thrown around it ; it may come forth 
from obscurity, destitute of all the attractions of wealth and 
^lendour : No matter. It may speak, and its voice shall be heard 
—its influence shall be felt. But let genius be chastized and sanc- 
tified by christian piety ; let it be elevated, directed, and controul- 
ed by christian principle, and its influence within college-walls 
will not only be powerful, but salutary. It will put forth its pow- 
ers ia bringing idleness into deep contempt, and vice into merited 
disgrace ; in giving authority and currency to wholesome laws and. 
^ood regulations ; in elevating the standard of intellectual attain- 
ment and moral worth. An influence so benign and powerful, not 
a few of the beneficiaries of this, and similar societies are continu- 
ally exerting. They are respected for their intellectual strength, 
activity, and attainment. They stand up the avowed friends and 
cordial supporters of every agency, which may promote ardour 
aud success in study, soundness of morals, and purity of heart.—- 
And they are making an impression. Here they are putting a 
damper on the fires of passion ; disarming temptation of its wiles - 
and ejsposing the intrigues, and staying the progress of vice.— 
There, they are kindling in the bosom a passion fur study, pourin? 
on the soul a generous enthusiasm — rousing the dormant energies 
•f genius. Whatever of good resolution, they may mark in the 
companio^DS of their study, they are forward to encourage and con- 
firm ; if christian principle begins to exert its controul over any 
mindi, they stand up to cherish its hallowed influence, and draw 

forth its appropriate exercise in s^cts of piety and usefulness 

And iOfthe frequent efiusions of the Holy Spirit, with which many 
of our colleges have for a few years past been visited, their zeal 
activity, and success in the cause of christian truth ought not to be 
forgotten. 

The directors are aware, that this statement may not be «p))ft^. 
ble to every student, who is aided by the hand of christian kind- 
ness in his eflbrts to prepare for publick usefulness. It would be 
strange, indeed, if in this high and holy enterprize^ no disappoint- 
ment were in any case experienced. Such cases^' however, have 
been few. But the instances huve not been few, to which the 
stfitement in question may be applied in all its length, and breadth 
find force. This train of thbught, the directors believe, carricis 
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fbe miiKl forward to ^ iffi«?ritab!e cdlkdisioi, thiit tbeiif iMeAe(» 
ties 4re exerting a powerfiil and happy infld^n^e ki ibittimjf and 
iDodtfying the character of the companions of their study; updo 
whom the har^d of Provideiac^ has bestowed ^ome of Its best gifts 
and larges.t endowments. Of these not a few will presently be 
raised to stations of honour, emolument, ant) responsibilfty. tSon/ie 
will rise to the hail of legislation, some to the seat of justice ; atid 
Others to the chair of magistracy. But to whatever point of ele- 
vation, they may rise — in whatever sphere they mav move, they 
will carry with them the character,' the elements of Wh!«h were" 
wrought and combinied within the university. Thus they become 
^ medium, through which the efforts of this and sii^ilar societies 
reach and affect the publick mind. At almost all our NeithWn 
Colleges, an induction of facts may easily be made, amply suflS- 
cient to sustam and confirm Hhis train of thought ; atid to g\re 
authority and force to the conclu^ns, wfiidi we have ventured to 
derive from it. Whoever goes forth to gather up and arrarige the^ 
fticts will find, that the refinemr fits of literature and the ncties ef 
science are sought with new avidity, and marked success i that li 
correctness of * habiiS. and a purity of morals prevails, Whidi 
leaver little for the hand of disciplme to attempt ; that the direct 
and indirect influence of christian principle on a large portion of 
the under graduates is Wrong. On this subject, we gladly refer the 
hesitating and inquisitive to the official statemepts i^ich a fkimber 
of colleges forwarded to the directors of the American Education 
Society, and which may be found on the pages of their jksv^i^ 
annual report. These statements are highly honourable to the in- 
fluence and efforts of the beneficiaries of education societies.-* 
Nor ought the fact to be withheld or overlooked in this ConneetioH, 
that they are jftot unfirequently of signal benefit to the commuiflti^, 
which secured their services during the reason, which they annua! 
ly devote to the business of instruction. A deep and happy ii^- 
pression thei are often enabled to make on the young mmd.— 
Indeed, a number of instances are remembered^ and may be point- 
ed out, in which the Holy Spirit has made ihem the instruments of 
awakening the young andthe old, to a serious concern for their 
eternal welfare---of leading the young and the old to the cross of 
Christ. And where their efforts have not resulted in efi*eet8 so Hii- 
lriiei«bly precious, their influence iMa generally bees powerlyl and 
salutary. Surely we should «ot be slow^ to seise upon thia.fiidt, 
as a proof, that God approves the ienlerpriaei in which veart «h 
gaged ; and as a pledge of the continuance of HJa smilef, and of 
die fqture usefidgieiS'of m» beimioiat ie p» .. -f - • 

But these beiiefits, InestiihaUy pre^^oiis as ttiey are, tlbtlkrMdtu 
can regard in no other light thiih as tbe co/j^ira/ effects of 4K^r 
great design. It may beddutMied whether lA iiie expectatioiil' ^f

ivere ^t m) .i^Bticipated) The obfecl^ which awakened th^it tnxm 
ie(ie%an(i absorkMicI tiieir thoughts j for ^bich tkev eombined their 
wisdoiqiMEKi, their stpeof th, was notWnf leas than the raisiog Up and 
sepding liM^tb of a coj^ipdny of able atnd £uthAil chfistian preach- 
ers equal to the wants of all the ieebie clWches atid d^stimte coniF 
mui^ic# in this republipk, while they hoped to bless the heathen 
wjith b^re and there a messen^r of mercy. The benefits^ which 
have already been described, as the result bf their llkbdurs^ niay 
niithout impiety be compared, as we compare the minute #ithfhe 
n^agni^cent) with what in he language of theology is called the 
ciimtiZa^Sioe goodness of God. Xh^f 4i^e like the oVerdowtngs of 
a hear^ replete with benevolent affe€do»-^gitAted with benevolent 
'emotion* They are the indirect^ yet precious effects of a plan> 
wfaii^h employs the wisest means to remove human want and woe ;- 
to pour upon thousands— upon millions of hearts^ which ire now 
corrupted by guilty and depressed by sorrow, a sanctifying and 
cheering inllu^ce. And they certainly shed a clear light upon the 
tpiieney of the design^ .which education societies embrace.-^Ia 
persuing this design* this society aims, as auxiliary to the parent 
institution, to conler the richest t^sings on our befoVed country. 
We wo\^ld send forth in the character of able and faithful christian 
teachers, to toil for her best interests here and hereafter, some of 
her choicest sons :«-menj^ inured to toil and self<denial ; men of in- 
teltigence and enterprise ;. men, who jwithout aspiring to literary 
distinction, or grasping af political honours, will stand up the fost 
ffiends and cordial supporters of every valuable institution; who 
ifrirt give'*^arm and soul^* — resources, influence, and strength, free- 
fy, cheerfully, and while they live to the diffusion of christian 
truth. We would ^end forth men, who breatl^ing the spirit, and 
invested with the authority of rainistensof Jesus (Christ, will wel- 
come severe privation^ and e^iiiausting labour-* will do and su&r 
any thing ifith|n the .compass of human oossibility, to bring dying' 
sitti^ers to obey His commands, and conbde in His mercy. Thus 
^6 Would pour a strong infusion of manly inte llig,ence and christian 
yilftuei hito the mass of the community to which we belong. We 
i^ttld meliorate the condition of oiur fellow-citizens in this life ; — 
#Ould as instruments in the hand of God shed a strong light on 
t&e gtave, to which they are hsistening ; would enrich them with 
the nope, and cheer tnem witb the foretaste, of bliss in Heaven. 
Such is the elevated ground, on which we stand — such are the ben- 
^flts, which we would scatter around us ! 

fhe directors do not think it aeceisary in this report to go inl« 
^li^ngtheaed detaU of the operations and circcmstances of the so« 
^^fjf.. ^ch detail madis out with accuracy and precisibn, may he 
jn the reports of Ibrmeir jrears. Hie history of the pM 
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y^ has been marked by no event| which requires promineatfy - to 
be exhibited^ or minutely to be described. Such events are not ta 
be expected. The principles, on which the directors select and re- 
ceive the subjects of their bounty^ and the measure and eonditioii 
of their appropriations are subjects, which have been fully can- 
vassed, and clearly exhibited. We have no new views on these 
subjects to state, no new conclusions to offer, no new plans to pro- 
pose. We see no good reason to turn aside from the course, whicb 
we have all along been pursuing. 

Our fundi for some time have been completely exhausted. But' 
lest too strong an inference should be derived from this fact, the 
statement should not be withheld, that the directors during the paist 
year have been unable to find and employ an active and efficient 
agent, to make an impression, and receive contributions in behalf of 
our object. A circular letter has been issued, to awaken the atten- 
tions and arouse the exertions, of our numerous local agents ; and, 
we trust, that the contribution to our funds, 'which has been taken up 
in the surrounding congregations, will afford fresh and affecting evi^ 
dence, that we still have a hold on the confidence and resources of 
the christian publick. Decisivef measures, we deeply feel, must 
be employed, to augment our means of usefulness. 

Our friends and patrons will be willing to learn, that the charac- 
ter and course of their Jbeneficiaries, the year past, have been such, 
. as to reward the kindness, which we have been permitted to af-^ 
ford them ; as to place in our hands a precious pledge, which we 
will not willingly relinquish, of their future activity and usefulness 
in the cause of God. As a general thing, they are devoted and 
successful scholars ; — ^they breathe a spirit, and purbue a course 
honourable to their holy profession and sacred destination. We 
cordially commend them to the prayers, and confidence, and kind- 
ness of our christian brethren ; and especially to the protection^i 
guidance, and blessing of our gracious Lord ! 

Such is the brief review of the design, operations, and circum* 
stances of this society, which the directors would hold up before 
the christian publick. They are sure, their friends and patrons 
would unite with them in saying ; — Our efforts, we are painfully 
aware, are by no means commensurate with the exigencies of the 
ease ; with the warmth of bur desires ; or with the ability of the 
community to which we look for countenance and aid. When we 
direct our attention to the feeble churches, broken parishes, and 
new settlements within the limits of this state ; when we extend 
our thoughts to our brethren and friends, who borne on the ^^tide of 
emigi-ation,'' are sweeping before ihem the forests of the West, and 
South West, who are bereft of ^'th$ bread and water of life j'* when 
we think of the many pagan nations, which are shrouded in the 
deepest gloom, oursouU aremofed within us, .Eveiy nerve is 
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str«ined for ai^bn. We are prepared to make an agony of effort^ 
to pour the light of Heaven upon the darkness; in which our breth- 
ren arc enveloped. And when we contemplate the churches of 
our Lord ; when we see numbers of precious young men come to 
their communion tables, who have piety, enterprize, and talent — 
who feel themselves wholly devoted to the christian cause, and 
who would very gladly *^spend*and be spent" in exertions to pro-,' 
mote it^ if some kind hand were stretched out to aid them in pre- . 
paring for the sacred office, our bosoms are agitated with intense 
'desire, to draw them forth from thetr retirement, and consecrate 
them to the holy ministry.—- And when we look around upon the 
community to which we belong 5 when we mark their character 
and habits — their activity, energy and zeal in pushng forward to 
the highest results any- favourite project, we feel constrained to 
urgehome upon them with trumpet tongue the most powerful ap- 
peals and pressing motives, to lend our enterprize their prompt and 
cordial assistance. We cannot bear the thought, that they should 
stand aloof from an object, so attractive in its aspect, and so im- 
portant in its bearing on the best interests of our country. We 
have resolved never to let them rest until this object is fastened 
strongly on their hearts — until they stand up to make those ef- 
forts, which its interests and, magnitude demand. 

The directors are unable to conceive h6w any friend of his coun- 
try, who is ac(}uainted with their object, can view it with indi&er- 
ence. A slight examination of wdl auti^emicated facts is sufficient 
to fasten a painful conviction on, every fair mind, that the religious 
necessities of our republick, arising from the want of christian id- 
stitntidns, are becoming every day more pressing and alarming. — 
And thes^ facts are urged on our attention in a great variety of forms 
and by a thousand agencies. There are multiplied communities, scat- 
tered over our own hills and valleys, which are well nigh desti- 
tute of efficient, well-directed means of religious information atid 
moral improvement. The condition of the numerous emigrants^ 
who break lorth from the bodom of New-'England, and bury them- 
selves in the forests of the West and South-West, is still more 
frightful and distressing. They are fast losing the impressions, 
which in the golden days of their childhood and youth, were' Ufy» 
tened on their minds, by the hand of a kind parent or faithful pas- 
tor. They are fast losing the distinctive marks of a christian 
people. If they are neglected by their fellow-citizens, who have 
juster views, and a deeper sense of the value of christian institu- 
tions ; if no efforts are made to arouse them to the perils, which 
are thickening around them ] if nothing is done to meet and re- 
move their wants, what can prevent them from sinking into the 
deepest ignorance and wretchedness ? Is this a subject, over which 
any friend of his country will sleep ? Who will not lend his ap- 
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prpmise to rt move aii evil^ so enormous ai^ revo^^ ? Has thuU 
man a spark of tbe^anowed fire iii hk bosoaa, which hiisat wi|h , 
such intense ardour in the breasts of our j^tifgrim fat|;iers » can ^ 
stand by the tomb of Washington, and claim kindred to the migbly 
dead| who refuses to pledge all, that is patriotick, all that is hii* 
man in him> to sustain the pillars ^<of religion and morality/' whicb 
Washington declared were ^^ndispenswle supports of politkai 
prosperity ''—to extend and perpetuate the influence of chrisilan 
institutionsi for the sake of which our pilgrim fathers braved the 
dangers of a wintry ocean^ and the perUs of a howling wilderness ^ 
Patriots and philanthropists, we invite to ^her around our baa- 
ner ;•— to lend the object of this society their warm approbation'-^ 
tliKsir influence— a portion of their property. 

As directors of an education society, we caiwiot IMII r«Mee iii 
the prosperity and strength of the churches, which Jesus Cnrist hia 
mifltiplM sivoiMid QS4 To these chiirc^eS| We would speak a wold 
on the authority of dieir gracious SaViour. You de^ well, brethren, 
to hold your rdigkOHs privileges in high estimation. You do w<4t 
to f<yoico in the sweet shining of the sabbath's^ sun. Youdowdi 
to go upto ifao house of prayer with joyfol haste, Siid hear with 
deep emotion God's laessqps of mtrey. Botamid your rich and 
multiplied religpous priviiei^ we bos^ech you,iorge| ool Uie wants, 
and woes, and prospects of numerous communilies in our oWa &ir> 
republick, who have no iMi)bathsyiio churches, no^MstiianpastofSb' 
Mrill you not pity them,aM send them at least, some ^af^nsenta of; 
living bread? Let no ictte surmises $ no petulant objeclioiiO} mt- 
selflsh pleas of imiocance and poverty, hold yoii bock from the 
terprize, in whiqi we offer yon a fellowship.

Encouraged by facts l%e tbes?. the direiCtors venture to make a 
direct and specific^ appeal to f^ristian females. Will they not 
promote the object or this institution by their inftaence f We do 
not^ indeed^ expect, thfit they will stand up in the pulpit or popular 
assembly, and pour out their thought^ and feelings, as advocates of 
tiAs precious cause. But let it not be thought, that because tliey 
may not exert the influence of the orator or preacher, their in- 
fluence may net*be powerful and happy. — At the domestic fire'Side^ 
and in the social circle j in little assemblies, where none but fe- 
males are admitted, and in the course of epistolary correspondence, 
if they will put forth their powers, their influence shall be felU^^ 
In such circumstances, they need not^ — should not hesitate, to de- 
tail facts^ ofler arguments, and make appeals, such atMire fitted to 
awaken a deep compassion in every bosom for those, who are de- 
prived of <<the means of grace/' and to call forth vigorous efforts, ^ 
to remove their wants, by multiplying for their benefit ministers of 
Ha Gospel. Let them describe, as a chilstikn woman may des- 
<;rlbe. the condition of many of our new settlements and broken 
pisrisnes 5' let them hold up to view the broken hearts of cbristian 
men and women, who never see a pastor's face, or hear his voice $ 
'let them point out the progress of tne rising generation in such pla- 
ces towards infamy in thU world, and perdition in a fiiture ; let 
tbem describe the prostration of every valuable moral institution,, 
and the proud triumph of vice and infidelity over every thing pre- 
cious, and fair, iind blessed ; let their souls come forth, moved with 
compassion for the destitute and wretched communities, whose 
eame they are pleading, and they shidi make a deep impression on 
many hearts : they shall arouse many a soul and enlist many an 
«rm, which the pfeacher and the orator could never reach and nf* 
fbct. A chiistian woman^ thus engaged, may awaken thesympa^ 
tliies of a feather, brother, husband, or friend, and direct tbera into a 
channel, in which they shall greatly promote the design, which fills 
her eye ^d warms her heart. She may gather a circle of femcde 
fi4ends around her, and transfuse her own thoughts and feelings 
into their rnhnds, apd send them away on an errand of mercy to 
their respective fire-sides. She may employ her pen to speak 40 
those, whom she cannot address in a living voice \ and in variooi 
ways, and by many agencies, she may ^ead with good hope nf 
aaocets. the^ause of tducalieA societioi-^or Is this the only wigr 
an winch she may piMsote this caose by her kAienee. Within the 
dicit ot her acquaintaace she may see a youth of piety, talents, 
and anterpriae, wtolovetthechn^di; wbo loves Immortal aoiils ; 
who would jeMly <<qpeiid aiMl be spent^'' as a christian preacher ni 
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vonrh tmj be embarrassed by poverty. A fire is coacealed wi^Q 
him, whicbif kifKUed to a fime migbt communicate warmth aad 
light to thousands. But he needs counsel, encouragement, and aid* 
And these he may receive through female agency. A pious moth- 
er may lift Ikf eyes to the holy office, and encourage him to 
aspire to its labours and rewards. That pious mother may have 
a flriend, who may exert an influence in behalf of this precious 
youth, in one circle and another; and a train of means may be put 
in operation by female hands, which shall draw forth from his ob- 
scurity, and consecrate to the church, a Baxter, an Edwards, a 
Buchanan ! 

The fact,^ already presented, which furnished the occasion for this 
somewhat lengthened appeal, demonstrates, that christian women 
may promote this sacred cause by personal benefactions. Their 
per$ooal b^factions, the directors would earnestly solicit. They 
have often seen the devotees of fashion expend gold and silver in 
gratifying vanity — in pampexinga passion for shew and parade.-— 
Let the disciples of Jesus Christ.be equally devoted; and they 
may lay their hands on the same means, v and employ them for a 
higher and better purpose.— rin almost all our towns, moreover, 
individuals may be , found, who would think it a privilege, to aid 
a, youth of piety and promise, in his efforts to pcepare for the 
sacred offic^? by making a donation of a few yards of cloth, or a 
fleece of wool. Let such donations be solicited, received and col- 
lected together Hands enough nmy be found, which would very 
cheerfully reduce them to a form, in whidi they would supply the 
wants of many a student, who \9 oppressed by poverty. And why 
should not this method of doing good, so easy and simple, so mani- 
festly adapted to their sphere and occupation, be faithfully employ- 
ed by female hands ? 

The directors cannot refrain from reminding the ministers of 
Christy that the prosperity of this precious institution deeply de- 
pends on their influence and eflorts. We long to hear the pulpit 
speak out on this subject in its most impressive tones — in its loud- 
est thunder.' We are eager to enjoy to the full extent pf its powers 
the aid of so strong an ally. And while we are gratfeully mindful 
of the encouragement and assistance, which through this medium, 
we have hitherto received, we cannot withhold a publick expres- 
sion of our belief, that if ehnployed with a warmer Zealand a firmer 
jpurpose, much higher results mi^ht be realized. 

The directors believe^ that they ei^pressLtb^ sentiments of their 
friends and patrons, as well as their owp, when they say : the cause 
in which we areengaged, forbids us to indulge a desponding thought. 
Despond we will not. The most valuabk productions in nature 
are slow of growth. The most stuppaduQus and Important eventi 
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10 divine providence have not been the rapid movements ot a day 
Thsy have been brought about by years of anxiety and toil.— >« 
The progress ef the church from its commencement to its con- 
summation, our Saviour does not hesitate to illustrate by the growth 
of a spire of wheat ; '^first the blade ; then the ear ; after that 
the full corn in the earw" What if thw be with usT' ''the day of 
small things ?'' It is, we believe the twilight of the rising sun.— » 
We indulge a strong and delightful confidence, that the day is has- 
tening on, when all the friends of Jesus Christ in this vicinity, 
will gather around the banner, which in the ''name of the Lord,^* 
we have ventured to set up. They will cheerfully devote prop- 
erty, talents, and influence to the sublime object of multiplying the 
^'heralds of salvaU^on " But whoever may afford us their encour- 
agement and aid, we cannot forget^ that, ^'except the Lord build 
the Aotise, they labour in vain thai build it.*^ We, therefore, will^ 
not cease to lift Up our eyes to Jesus Christ. We will lean' upon 
Bis arm. Iftecmfseit all Hie own. Whatever of assistance^ 
encouragement: and resources, • we m$y need, He can — we trust, 
He will afibrd us. He will inspire us with fresh resolution and 
increased vigour. He lirill enable us "to. run without lyeariness ; — 
to push our object forward to the liappiest consummation with 
unsleeping ASttdoity, and untirtng effort.* Nor will He desert us, 
till a company of christian preai^hers shall go forth eq^ to the 
exigencies of a dying world !
